were assured that taxes would be 
lightened and thereby plans carried] 
out for further expansion of their 
various enterprises. He paid tribute 
to the Ontario Municipal Affairs De¬ 
partment, which has permitted the] 
council’s program of economy last 
year to be reflected in a two-mill re¬ 
duction in the tax rate. “If all mun¬ 
icipalities were partially supervised, 
they would be somewhat better off| 
financially,” His Worship said. “Coun¬

FALLS

THE ROAR of Niagara! 

It impresses you on your arrival. 
Millions of gallons every minute fall- 
precipice a distance of 
about 200 feet, forced into a 
gorge—the famous Niagara Gorge—it ] 
rushes on its turbulent way to Lake 
Ontario. You gaze at the rapids below 
the falls; they have a peculiar fas¬ 
cination by day or night. Niagara is I 
famous not only for the falls, but for 
honeymoons—and suicide point. One 
with a grim sense of humor, or a I 
sense of grim humor, stated that the 
disappointed ones returned to Niag¬ 
ara, the scene of the original crime, 
to end it all. You can take it for just 
what it’s worth; it amuses one. The 
local yarn to the effect that the only 
hanging that ever took place in Ni¬ 
agara peninsula was that of a Scot, 
who pushed his fat, juicy wife over] 
the precipice into the whirlpool rap¬ 
ids must be taken also with a grain 
of salt—two grains!

Lovers, 
with clasped hands, gaze over the en¬ 
chanting scene; while older people 
stand and gaze with thoughts prob¬ 
ably running into the dim past, when 
life’s young dreams were yet to be 
realized. But old Niagara keeps roar¬ 
ing its mighty volume of sound. 

It has done so for centuries; it will 
continue for countless aeons.

Winnipeg.—Possibility of western 
Canada harvesting a wheat crop of 
from 380,000,000 to 390,000,000 bush¬ 
els—the largest since 1932—is indi¬ 
cated in a crop survey published by 
the Winnipeg Free Press. 

The crop has passed through a: 
critical period during the past three 
weeks due to abnormal heat but re -1 
cent showers and cooler weather) 
have checked deterioration. Con¬ 
tinued favorable conditions, would 
mean the largest crop in seven years. 

The forecast, however, is tentative 
only, explained the report, and is de- 
penednt on the late crops in north¬ 
ern Alberta and Saskatchewan escap¬ 
ing the frost hazard and barring fur¬ 
ther deterioration from recurring 
heat waves. 

In the face of many vicissitudes 
prospective yields indicate Manitoba 
and Alberta may harvest crops com¬ 
parable to last year’s good yields, 
while Saskatchewan’s outturn should 
be above that of a year ago, the re¬ 
port said. The recent heat and 
drouth, however, have cut the wheat 
crop 34 per cent, from estimates 
made three weeks ago. 

Harvesting is fairly general in 
Manitoba, has just started in south¬ 
eastern Saskatchewan and extends 
westward into southern Alberta. 

Manitoba—Wheat is reported fill¬ 
ing good at 14 per cent, of the re¬ 
porting points; fair at 64 per cent., 
and poor at 22 per cent. However, 


suggested yields range from seven 
to as much as 30 bushels per acre,, 
with considerable variation indicated; 
in all crop districts. All reporting! 
points, but one, mention damage, j 
Heat and drouth have been the chief, 
causes of damage. Hail and grass¬ 
hoppers have taken a toll at scat¬ 
tered points, while loss from rust has 
been insignificant. 

Saskatchewan — Wheat is filling 
good at about 13 per-cent, of the 
stations in Saskatchewan; fair at six 
per cent., and poor at 31 per cent., 
with indicated yields ranging from 
one to 15 bushels across the southern 
portions of the province and from 
10 to 28 bushels per acre in the 
northern half. In the southeastern 
part of the province few yields in ex¬ 
cess of 10 bushels per acre are sug¬ 
gested. Saskatchwan’s crop has suf¬ 
fered most from heat and drouth. 
Grasshoppers, hail, frost, wind, worms 
and weeds caused some damage. 

Alberta—Wheat filling ' in Alberta 
is comparable with Manitoba, with 
10 per cent, reporting good; 64 per 
cent, fair and 26 per cent. poor. 
Tentative yields range from eight to 
40 bushels per acre, with the major¬ 
ity varying from 10 to 25 bushels. 
Practically all reporting points indi¬ 
cate damage ranging anywhere from 
slight to 80 per cent. Frost, hail, 
’hoppers and worms have damaged 
crops at Isolated points. Only one 
station mentions a trace of rust.

THE EDITOR having returned from 
it very enjoyable convention gather¬ 
ing of weekly newspaper publishers 
at Niagara Falls, Ontario, and a vis¬ 
it to the World’s Fair at New York, 
resumes his comment in this “kol- 
yum.” In the first place, it is a trib¬ 
ute to the weekly newspapers of Al¬ 
berta that the writer was elected as 
president of Canadian Weekly News¬ 
papers’ Association, which represents 
over 700 weekly newspapers of the 
Dominion. We take it as a tribute 
to Alberta newspapers and appreci¬ 
ate highly the messages of congratu¬ 
lation received, not only from brother 
publishers of this province, but from 
other publishers throughout Canada. 
It is an honor which we regard highly, 
and our aim will be to measure up 
fully to the high standard set by 
those who have previously occupied 
the office as president. 

NIAGARA is a fine convention city, 
and is very popular as a holiday re¬ 
sort, where people from all parts of 
the world are met as one strolls 
around the fine park of the Niagara 
Parks Commision. Ontario particular¬ 
ly has a fine tourist asset in the Falls, 
which attract hundreds of thousands 
during the season, they arriving by 
automobiles, trains and busses. Fol¬ 
lowing the convention, a trip was 
made to the World’s Fair, via the 
New York Central line, which for a 
considerable length runs alongside the 
Hudson river, making a fine trip in 
comfortable air-conditioned coaches. 
New York, second largest city of the 
world, fascinates one, with its sky¬ 
scraper buildings, the Empire State 
building giving one quite a thrill as 
you gaze to its topmost story 1,250 
feet above the sidewalk, with its 102 
stories. Sometimes the low-hanging 
clouds obscure the higher part of the 
building. More of the visit will be 
recorded in special articles in subse¬ 
quent issues. The World’s Fair is 
great; it is amazing, and educational 
and inspirational in giving a vista of I 
what the world of to-morrow may be. 
More of it later. 

IN OUR absence political develop¬ 
ments have taken a step forward. It 
is interesting to pick up the thread of I 
the local news after being away for 
only a brief period, therefore, the 
news that Labor has nominated a 
candidate for the provincial legisla¬ 
ture, and casts aside the pleas of So¬ 
cial Credit advocates to join forces 
with them is particularly interesting. 
It remains to be seen if the farmers 
of the eastern part of the constitu¬ 
ency will join with Labor in the next 
provincial campaign. The probabili¬ 
ties are that the Independent Elect¬ 
ors’ Association will also nominate a 
candidate, as well as Social Crediters, 
making a three-cornered fight. What 
the outcome will be depends largely 
on organization work of the candi¬ 
dates’ supporters, but it is evident 
that Social Credit is badly discredited 
in this constituency. 

WHILE prairie dwellers and those 
in eastern cities suffer from the heat, 
to which humidity adds discomfort, 
people living in the higher altitudes 
such as the Crows’ Nest Pass towns 
are fortunate in at least being able to 
sleep in comfort. The comfort is no¬ 


day spent in the east is detracted from 
to some extent by the persistent heat. 
One welcomes a return to the moun¬ 
tains with the invigorating air and 
virile atmosphere which is a striking 
contrast to that of the east. Exper¬ 
ience of eastern discomfort in heat 
and humidity gives one a higher ap¬ 
preciation of our local climate, even 
if we do get more than a fair share 
of the winds that blow. 

AS THIS family journal continues 
to develop in importance with the 
steady development of the town, in 
which all lines of business participate 
or benefit, according; to their degree 
of enterprise and aggressiveness, we 
cannot lose sight of the fact that it 
is the coal industry which is the sole 
source of wealth in the Crows’ Nest 
Pass towns. Retailers are apt at 
times to forget this, judging by the 
fact that trucks are used for trans¬ 
porting their goods from other points, 
instead of the raildoad. Were it not 
for the coal purchased from these 
mines by the railroad company, it 
safe to state that many now in busi¬ 
ness would be seeking pastures new. 
Mine employees can point out to re¬ 
tailers that they are digging coal, 
and though the wheels of progress 
cannot be retarded, yet from a busi¬ 
ness point and for self-preservation, 
there should be no hesitation what¬ 
ever as to the form of transportation 
to be used, 'and that is by rail. Coal 
provides our living—not gasoline!

Underground Camera Is Installed At 
Turner Valley Oilfield 

Turner Valley oilfield has installed 
its first underground camera, cap¬ 
able of recording strata formations 
to a depth of 12,000 feet. 

The electric log, or “Jeep” as the 
oilmen have termed It, is mounted on 
-London j a truck and Is complete with "dark 
room” for developing, operating room 
and control room to guide the 12,000- j 
foot cable. 

An electrode containing motors 
times with similar motors above the 
surface Is suspended from the cable.

A Desert Ice Box 

Oldtimera Believe It To Be Ideal 
Food Preserver 

Hard-bitten old-timers of New 
Mexico sniff contemptuously when 
they hear of modern refrigeration 
methods, and declare the “desert ice 
box” their idea of the ideal tourist 
food preserver. 

“Those new inventions are all 
right for modern homes,” they ex¬

The old-fashioned but practical 
cooler is operated on the evapora¬ 
tion theory. Constructed of a pine 
box, the chest is surmounted by 
stool or chair. A canvas or porous] 
Backing la stretched over the conical, 
frame and stretched taut. After 
servation is made for an opening to 
the box, arid shelves have been in¬ 
stalled, the frame and covering are 
doused in water. 

Next a water-filled bucket is placed 
on the chair or stood at the top, 
punctured by several holes to allow 
the liquid to trickle down the cover¬ 
ing. Slow evaporation and a result¬ 
ing codling effect can be obtained in¬ 
definitely by replenishing the water 
supply, the desert men maintain.

ORANGE JUICE AND VITAMIN O 

So many persons make a practice 
of squeezing oranges at night, put¬ 
ting the juice in a lightly covered 
glass and leaving it in the refriger¬ 
ator for use at breakfast, that the 
question has often been raised as to 
whether such juice loses its vitamin 
content. 

Orange juice is one of the best 
sources of Vitamin C and this vita- 
i important to health that 
those who like to prepare it the eve¬ 
ning before using it, will be inter¬ 
ested to know that early reports that 
this practice meant a loss appear to 
be disproved by more recent re¬ 
search. 

In an investigation of the Vitamin 
C content of orange juice performed 
this year in the laboratories of the 
Bureau of Home Economics of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, It 
was found that there was no appre¬ 
ciable loss of ascorbic acid (Vitamin 
C) in orange juice stored for 24 
hours in loosely covered glass jars in 
a refrigerator at safe refrigeration 
temperatures of 40 to 50 degrees. 

It is clear, therefore, that fresh 
orange juice loses little Vitamin C 
potency on standing In the refriger¬ 
ator if the juice is kept in a covered 
container to avoid access of air. 

It is also reported that there was 

> difference in the results of the in¬ 
vestigation mentioned when the juice 
was strained through clifeese cloth or 
through a wire seive.
